A Communist - backed coup that 
placed Syria under iron control of 
a pro - Soviet military clique 
touched off urgent Anglo-Ameri­ 
can consulations today in London 
and roused fears in neighboring 
Israel of a Soviet-backed inva­ 
sion. 
United Press Diplomatic Corre­ 
spondent K. C. Thaler reported in 
London that diplomats considered 
that the Red move in Syria had 
given Russia a firm toe hold on 
the Mediterranean in the severest 
challenge yet to the Eisenhower 
Doctrine. 
The West regarded the Syrian 
development as the worst setback 
for Western Mideast policy since 
Egypt seized the Suez Canal a 
year ago.
